Beginning with the latter eighteenth cen- 
tury and coming down to the present, the writers aim to 
give, not a full account of all doctrines falling within these 
limits, but “the history and evolution of the actual economic 
doctrines which are recognized and taught at the present 
day.” French doctrines are given preponderant space. Dis- 
plays the same qualities of lucidity and scholarship as the 
textbook of Political economy (Booklist, 11:154, D 14) by 
Gide.
